Scholarships  Captured 
By  Freshman  Students 


Freshmen  students  captured 
their  share  of  scholarships  by  tak- 
ing 900  of  the  1600  grants  which 
will  be  given  out  this  year. 

ORVAL  L.  NELSON,  director  of 
scholarships  and  high  school  rela- 
tions announced  that  approximat- 
ely 300  of  the  scholarships  cover 
tuition  and  fees. 

The  remainder  of  the  scholar- 
ships cover  tuition  or  part  tuition. 
Director  Nelson  said  that  many  of 
the  awards  were  given  in  recogni- 
tion of  ability  in  a particular  field. 


THEY  ARE  granted  on  the  basis 
of  need,  standing  in  graduating 
class  in  high  school,  grades,  and 
activities.  The  average  grade  point 
for  a new  scholarship  winner  is 
3.7  out  of  a possible  4.0,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Nelson. 

Many  of  the  scholarships  are  re- 
newable if  the  recipient  maintains 
a 3.0  grade-point  average.  In  ad- 
dition many  organizations  and 
foundations  have  set  up  funds  for 
the  benefit  of  BYU  students.

Requests  Outstrip  Graduate  Supply 
In  Industrial,  Technical  Education 


Dean  Ernest  C.  Jeppsen  of  the  > 
new  College  of  Industrial  and  Tech-  j 
nical  Education  says  that  requests  | 
for  graduates  from  the  school  i 
have  far  outstripped  the  number 
available. 


HUGE  requests  have  come  in 
for  industrial  education  teachers 
on  both  high  school  and  college 
level,  Dean  Jeppsen  said. 

The  college  was  created  early 
in  the  spring  after  a division  of 
the  General  College.  Some  of  the 
classes  this  fall  have  already  been 
scheduled  outside  the  William  H. 
Snell  Industrial  Arts  Building  be- 
cause of  the  large  numbers  of 
students. 


Department  in  the  college  and  un- 
der his  direction  over  300  students 
are  working  for  bachelor’s  and 
master’s  degrees. 

DR.  ROSS  J.  McARTHUR  will 
chairman  the  Industrial  Technol- 
ogy Department.  This  division  will 
have  over  200  students,  including 
those  in  the  areas  of  building  con- 
struction, technology,  design  and 
drafting  technology,  and  tool  and 
manufacturing  technology. 

Recent  graduates  from  BYU  in 
these,  areas  have  been  going  into 
jobs . paying  from  $550  to  $775  a 
month,  the  dean  announced. 


DEAN  JEPPSEN  added  that 
this  was  the  first  college  of  its 
kind  in  the  state  and  possibly  in 
the  nation. 


Dr.  Edwin  C.  Hinckley  is  chair- 
man of  the  Industrial  Education 


THE  TECHNICAL  Institute  is 
also  under  the  direction  of  Dean 
Jeppsen  and  there  are  many  cours- 
es in  this  area  for'  the  two-year 
associate  degree.  Such  degrees  can 
be  obtained  in  photography,  lib- 
rary technicians,  genealogical  re- 
search and  computer  technology. 


These  students  must  complete 
approximately  half  of  the  general 
education  requirements  of  the 
school  in  addition  to  the  courses 
in  the  major  area  for  the  associate 
degree. 


DEAN  JEPPSEN  indicated  that 
the  most  modern  machinery  in  the 
country  is  used  for  instruction  in 
the  coilege.  The  Design  and  Draft- 
ing Department  was  the  first  col- 
lege unit  in  the  country  to  use  the 
same  type ' of  professional  micro- 
film copy  machine  used  in  indus- 
try. -

Seven  ROTC  Cadets  Win  Major  Grants 


EACH  SCHOLARSHIP  covers  the 
st  of  tuition,  books  and  fees. 


They  were  made  available  for  the 
first  time  to  Air  Force  ROTC  ca- 
dets under  the  provisions  of  the 
recently  enacted  ROTC  Vitaliza- 
tion  Act  of  1964. 

In  addition  to  the  payment  of 
tuition  costs,  recipients  receive  $50 
per  monthHiuring  the  two  year  per- 
iod. 

All  Air  Force  ROTC  cadets  en- 
rolled in  the  four-year  program 
who  will  enter  the  Professional 
Officer  Course  in  school  year  1965- 
66  were  eligible  to  compete  for  the 
limited  number  of  scholarships. 

OFFICER  production  figures  at 
this  school  for  the  past  five  years 
were  used  to  provide  each  Profes- 
sor of  Aerospace  Studies  (PAS) 
with  a tentative  quota  for  the  num- 
ber of  scholarship  nominees  he  was 
to  select  and  submit  to  Air  Force 
ROTC. 

Selection  criteria  included  score 
on  the  Air  Force  Officer  Qualifying 
Test,  over-all  academic  achieve- 
ment and  results  of  an  interview. 


PAS  ESTABLISHED  scholarship 
committees  at  each  school  to  in- 
terview applicants  and  to  assist  in 
selecting  principals  and  alternates. 
These  committees  were  composed 
of  Air  Force  Officers  and  repre- 
sentatives from  the  institution’s 
faculty  or  administration. 

Actual  selection  of  grant  recip- 
ient was  made  at  the  local  school 
level  with  administrative  review 
and  confirmation  being  made  at 
Air  Force  ROTC  headquarters. 

IN  ANNOUNCING  the  names, 
General  Lindley  noted  that  all 
cadets  in  the  final  two  years  of 


the  Air  Force  ROTC  program  al- 
ready receive  financial  assistance 
in  the  form  of  monthly  allowances. 
These  allowances  total  nearly 
$1,000  during  the  two  year  period. 

General  Lindley  further  noted 
that,  “With  the  addition  of  the 
scholarships  to  qualified  cadets  in 
the  four-year  program,  and  the 
establishment  of  the  more  flexible 
two-year  Air  Force  ROTC  program, 
the  Air  Force  on-campus  officer 
education  program  is  more  nearly 
geared  to  the  needs  of  today’s  stu- 
dents than  ever  before  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  program.”

Also  in  Korea  the  travelers  were 
presented  with  the  “Papa-San 
Award”  by  the  U.  S.  Eighth  Army 
for  the  “high  quality  of  shows  BYU 
has  sent  abroad  during  the  past 
five  years.”  It  is  the  first  time 
the  award  has  been  made  for  De- 
fense Department-sponsored  shows.

Sheng,  accompanied  by  another 
general  and  other  officers. 

The  five  additional  generals  and 
two  colonels  honored  the  group  at 
a dinner  in  the  city’s  leading  res- 
taurant after  the  show. 

"THEY  HAD  little  glasses  of 
wine  by  every  place  but  ours,” 
Miss  Thompson  wrote.  “There  they 
had  glasses  of  water.  They  toasted 
us  many  times,  and  finally  I got 
up  and  led  the  BYU  in  a toast  to 
them. 

After  the  dinner  Col.  Liu  Chai- 
Hsiang  told  me  that  they  were 
very  impressed  with  us,  not  just 
talent-wise  but  the  way  the  group 
conducted  themselves  and  acted  all 
the  time.” 

THE  GROUP  also  gave  three 
performances  on  television  while 
still  in  Taiwan. 


More  brass  than  a full-scale  mil- 
itary campaign  showed  up  for  the 
performance  of  the  BYU  “Holiday 
in  the  USA”  show  in  Taiwan,  Free 
China. 

JANE  THOMPSON,  director  of 
the  show,  reported  that  the  BYU 
variety  talent  troupe  of  ten  stu- 
dents and  two  faculty  members 
was  honored  at  a dinner  attended 
by  five  generals  and  two  colonels 
of  Free  China.  Earlier  in  the  day 
they  had  met  two  other  generals. 

THE  STUDENT  performers  left 
Provo  on  May  31  and  returned 
Aug.  31.  Their  itinerary  included 
more  than  80  shows  in  Japan,  Ko- 
rea, Okinawa,  Iwo  Jima,  Taiwan, 
Philippine  Islands,  Guam  and  Ha- 
waii, 

Events  which  led  to  the  high 
command  review  started  in  the 
city  of  Taichung,  Miss  Thompson 
wrote  friends  in  Provo.  The  group 
performed  its  fast-moving  song 
and  dance  routines  in  a big  thea- 
ter filled  with  Chinese  Air  Force 
and  U.  S.  Air  Force  servicemen. 

AT  THE  END  OF  THE  show, 
Charles  Hansen,  a member  of  the 
tour  group  and  former  Latter-day 
Saint  missionary  in  the  Far  East, 
gave  some  appropriate  remarks  in 
flawless  Chinese  while  the  dancers 
waved  banners  printed  In  Chinese. 

The  effect  was  electrifying.  The 
Chinese  could  hardly  believe  their 
eyes  and  ears,  and  gave  the  BYU 
students  a thunderous  standing  ov- 
ation. 

THAT'S  HOW  word  got  back  to 
Taiwan  that  the  generals  should 
not  miss  the  show.  After  the  Tai- 
wan show  the  group  was  present- 
ed with  souvenir  plates  by  the

Members  of  the  Provo  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  BYU  faculty 
members  toured  the  new  Stephen 
L Richards  Physical  Education 
Building  recently  during  its  first 
inspection. 

A POLICE  ESCORT  directed  the 
guests  from  the  Riverside  Country 
Club  where  an  earlier  BYU-Com- 
munity  Relations  program  was 
held,  to  the  campus. 

Most  of  the  construction  on  the 
building  is  completed  with  only  a 
little  cleanup  work  remaining  to 
be  finished.  Faculty  of  the  Physi- 
cal Education  College  have  begun 
moving  into  the  building. 

Dr.  Milton  F.  Hartvigsen,  dean 
of  the  college,  said  it  will  be  ready 
for  the  opening  of  classes  Monday. 

DEDICATION  is  planned  during 
Homecoming  Week,  Nov.  1-6,  ac- 
cording to  Stephen  R.  Covey,  ad- 
ministrative assistant  to  the  pres- 
ident. 

The  first  visitors  were  shown 
down  the  building’s  615  foot  long' 
corridor,  equal  to  about  one  and 
one-half  city  blocks. 

THE  STRUCTURE  is  280  feet 
wide  and  covers  more  ground 
space  than  any  other  building  on 
campus,  although  others  have  more 
square  footage  because  of  addition- 
al floors. 

The  physical  education  building 


is  connected  with  the  new  Field- 
house  addition  by  a 180-foot  tun- 
nel. The  entire  unit  contains  240,- 
149  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

THE  BUILDING  is  located  on 
the  site  of  the  old  Cougar  Stadium 
football  field.  Construction  on  it 
began  in  early  1964.  Garff,  Ryberg 
and  Garff  Construction  and  Oak- 
land Construction  were  joint  con- 
tractors. 

Five  architects  were  included  in 
the  plans:  Fred.L.  Markham,  Wil- 
lard C.  Nelson,  Glen  T.  Milden- 
hall,  Bruce  R.  Dixon  and  Kenneth 
L.  Long. 

ONE  OF  THE  most  outstanding 
features  is  the  natatorium,  with 
three  Olympic  size  swimming  pools 
under  one  gigantic  span  of  roof: 

The  beginner’s  pool  is  42  x 75  and 


the  advanced  pools  is  60  x 75.  Both 
pools  are  divided  into  racing  lanes. 
A diving  pool  completes  the  com- 
plex; it’s  36  x 60  feet  and  14  feet 
deep.  Facilities  have  been  included 
in  all  pools  for  underwater  obser- 
vation and  photography  and  sound. 

THE  POOL  area  will  seat  1000 
spectators  and  it  is  also  equipped 
for  television  broadcasting. 

Two  double  gymnasiums  with 
gallery  seating  for  more  than  300 
are  also  included  in  the  building, 
and  in  addition  two  small  gymnas- 
iums, three  dance  studios,  seven 
lecture  rooms,  an  area  for  Boy 
Scout  leader  training,  offices  for  58 
faculty  members  and  locker  and 
shower  facilities.

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Lew  Devereaux,  former  BYU 
star,  still  walks  winning  ways.  . . 
he  won  the  Hawaiian  AAU  this 
year  at  Honolulu. 
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Former  Cat  Javelin  Man  . . . 

Deveraux  Still  Winning 


Using  a pair  of  football  shoes 
borrowed  from  NAS  Barbers  Point 
Special  Services,  a javelin  borrow- 
ed from  the  University  of  Hawaii 
and  competing  for  the  first  time  in 
nearly  two  years,  former  BYU 
track  star  Lew  R.  Deveraux  re- 
| turned  to  the  athletic  limelight. 

DEVERAUX,  now  stationed  in 
Hawaii  with  the  United  States 
: Navy,  became  the  Hawaiian  AAU 
Javelin  Champion  for  1965  in  a 
meet  held  in  Honolulu  against  com- 
petition from  all  oyer  the  world 
and  including  several  Olympians. 
Deveraux  hurled  the  spear  211’  2” 
to  beat  his  closest  competitor  by 
I nearly  20  feet. 

I An  electronics  technician  in  the 
Navy,  Deveraux  is  a native  of 
Pleasant  Grove  and  first  began 
throwing  the  javelin  in  his  junior 
year  at  Pleasant  Grove  High 
School  in  1957.  He  became  the  state 
champion  as  a senior  in  1958  throw- 
ing the  javelin  189’  10”. 

AT  BYU  HE  set  a Skyline  con- 
ference record  of  235’  10”  and  in 
his  last  year  at  the  Y in  1961  De- 
veraux threw  the  javelin  well 
enough  to  garner  5th  place  in  the 
NCAA  Championship  and  a 7th  in 
the  AAU  finals  in  New  York  City. 


Over  the  past  two  years  DeveF-* 
aux  has  had  little  time  to  practice 
his. javelin  throwing.  Indeed  during 
the  squadron’s  recent  six  month 
deployment  to  the  Far  East  and 
Southeastern  Asian  areas,  Dever- 
aux did  not  have  the  opportunity 
to  practice  at  all,  but  only  resumed 
working  out  when  he  returned  to 
the  states  in  April. 

BECAUSE  OF  HIS  skill  in  the 
maintenance  ana  repair  of  the  elec- 
tronics navigational  gear  in  the 
SP-2H,  Deveraux  was  sent  to 
Hawaii  with  four  squadron  aircraft 
competing  in  the  Auti-submarine 
Warfare  phase  of  its  Operational 
Readiness  Inspection.  Despite  the 
heavy  round  the  clock  schedule 
maintained,  Deveraux  managed  to 
get  away  for  a couple  of  throws  in 
the  Hawaiian  Championships. 

Deveraux  is  married  to  the  for- 
mer Majil  Warner  and  resides  with 
his  wife  and  year-old  son,  Quinn, 
in  Oak  Harbor,  Wash. 

Upon  completing  his  tour  with 
the  Navy,  Deveraux  plans  to  return 
to  Brigham  Young  University  to 
complete  the  few  credits  he  lacks 
for  his  B.A.  degree.
